Others Hav e More 
But her other neighbors 
hav e more. Kansas has 104; 
South Dakota, 103, Colorado, 
107 and Wyoming, 144. 
A national compilation for 
1964 indicates the av erage 
among the 50 states is 83 state 
workers per 10,000 population, 
but the range is extreme be­ 
tween the more and less pop­ 
ulous states. 
The most papulous state, 
New York, has 73 while tine 
second state, California, ex 
ceeds’the av erage with 85. 
In contrast, Hawaii has 223 
employes per 10,000 popula­ 
tion and Alaska numbers 217. 
While Nebraska ranks 34th 
in population. 26 states hav e 
a greater ratio of employes to 
population than Nebraska. 
More Frugal 
This would seem to indicate 
the Comhusker State is com­ 
parativ ely more frugal with 
its gov ernmental jobs on the 
basis of its size (population). 
Nebraska’s 13,182 regular 
and 4,441 temporary employ­ 
es represent a payroll growth 
of 20% (numerically) ov er the 
period since 1950. Payroll cost 
rose from $23.4 million in 
1950 to $65.5 million in 1964, 
an increase of 190%. 
2b contrast, the state’s as* 


nual expenditures for all pro­ 
grams, serv ices and functions 
hav e increased from $73.8 mil­ 
lion for fiscal 1949-50 to $256.4 
million for 1963-64, an increase 
of 247%. 
More dollars do not neces­ 
sarily mean more manpower 
in all gov ernmental functions. 
It depends upon the activ ity. 
As an example, the state 
treasurer’s

But in an activ ity of direct 
serv ice, like cattle brand in­ 
spection, manpower must be 
increased with the workload.

Washington (£ ) — H o u s • 
Republican leader Gerald R. 
Ford said Wednesday tha 
United States should bomb 
the Russian-built missile sites 
in North Viet Nam. 
“ Sites designed for firing 
surface-to-air missiles should 
be knocked out by U n i t e d 
States air superiority before 
the enemy uses the weapons 
against the side of freedom," 
t h e Michigan congressmaa 
told a news conference. 
Ford brushed aside sugges­ 
tions that the antiaircraft 
bases may be defensiv e In 
nature — to protect the North 
Viet Nam capital of Hanoi and 
its port, Haiphong. 
‘Threat To U.S. Liv es’ 
“ The sites,” he said, “ am 
a threat to the liv es of Amer­ 
ican military personnel in 
Southeast A s i a , ” Besides, 
Ford said, “ the bases aren't 
being put there solely for de­ 
fensiv e purposes.” 
At the White House, Press 
Secretary George E. Reedy 
said when asked about Ford’s 
call for hitting the SAM sites:

And, he deferred to t h e 
J oint Chiefs of Staff a judg­ 
ment on whether the United 
States should use conv ention­ 
al or nuclear weapons to at­ 
tack the bases. Howev er, ho 
observ ed, “ I’m sure s u e h 
sites can be made nonopera* 
tional with conv entional weap­ 
ons." 
Speaker J ohn W. McCor­ 
mack, D-Mass., told reporters 
the subject of missile bases 
did not come up for discus­ 
sion when President J ohnson 
h a d breakfast Wednesday 
morning w i t h Democratic 
congressional leaders.

'Revenge' Plan

NEW YORK-The key to peace and 


avoidance of a world nuclear conflict still 
lies in the heart of Europe, and the door 
yhich locks war out is the problem of 
Germany. No matter where else the war 
drums sound or the guns fire, the quarrel 
and the issue most likely to spark World 
War m between the United States and the 
Soviet Union are the division of Germany 
into two and failure in the long-run to solve 
the problem of reunification. 


The NATO defense system was devel- 


oped to prevent the Soviet Union from grab- 


bing the western half 
of Germany. This mili- 
tary alliance is still 
there for that v e r y 
purpose though shak- 


en by inter-European dissensions and by 
the shift of President De Gaulle to more 
cooperation with Moscow than with his 
Western allies. I have talked to many Ger- 
•nans prominent in all fields, including 
business, professional and diplomatic lead- 
ers who visit global headquarters. I have 
talked to even more Europeans, including 
East Europeans. The latter cannot get the 
specter of another rearmed Germany out 
of mind, rightly or wrongly. They insist 
that sooner or later in the next decade or 
two, a new German "revenge" policy will 
crop up in the powerful federal Germany 
being built up with American help. They 
deny that they have been brainwashed by 
the Russians, and on the contrary in many 
cases—especially among the Poles and 
Hungarians—I get the contention that the 
Russians cannot be trusted and have but 
one design—to swallow all Europe. 


West Germans I come across for the 


most part are disinclined to moan or grum- 
ble about the lost German territories east 
of the Oderneisse. They shrug their shoul- 
ders and write them off, evidently recon- 
ciled to the fact that Poland has pretty 
ranch converted these into Polish territory 
aad colonized them thoroughly with Polish 
nationals. 


* 
But what gripes the Germans is the 


very real and grim reality of the "Soviet 
Zone," as they bitterly refer to the Soviet- 
controlled communist East German state. 
Although the Red puppet government of 
mousy Walter Ulbricht has been diplomat- 
ically recognized by few non-communist 
governments, and is excluded from the 
UN, the eastern half of Germany and its 
17 million people exist and cannot be dis- 
counted or ignored. Each year the division

hardens and each year the question wheth- 
er remolding the two Germaiiys into one 
state is ever again going to be possible 
raises louder and louaer arguments. Yet 
even some top German leaders I have 
spoken to wonder if it would be practical 
in some ways to bring the two Germanys 
together again. 


Naturally it is exasperating for any 


German to find his country split in two 
from Luebeck to Hof—a distance of 800 
miles—by barbed wire, watchtowers, land- 
minds, fierce bloodhounds and cruising So- 
viet and East German guards who shoot 
at anything moving in this no-man's land. 
The most aggravating sight of all, of course, 
is the ugly Berlin Wall. 


* 
Whether the Germans like it or not, 


the two Germanys are an issue about which 
they can do nothing. The reason is that 
any solution touching reunification or dec- 
laration of permanent status must depend 
on negotiations at highest levels in Wash- 
ington and London on the one hand and 
with Moscow on the other. Nowadays such 
negotiations might have a side problem in 
DeGaulle's unwillingness to go a l o n g 
with the side which fails to agree with his 
Europe-for-the-Europeans plan. 


Attempts have been made in the past 


to cut this Gordian Knot of the two Ger- 
manys. In fact, such talks took place in 
1952; 1954, 1955 and 1959. These came to 
nothing, and the European picture has 
scarcely changed hi a direction that would 
suggest that the time is at hand for another 
try. 


The next ripe moment may not come 


until De Gaulle has vanished or until the 


Soviet Union is so 
threatened by the ril- 
ing military power of 
Red China on Siberian 
frontiers and by East 


European pressures for cutting loose from 
Moscow that solving the German prob- 
lem becomes a matter of survival for the 
USSR and -consequent withdrawal f r o m 
Europe. The paramount issue is not wheth- 
er Germany can be reunified but how it 
is to be done. West Germany is a democ- 
racy and valuable ally and NATO part- 
ner; East Germany has been molded by 
Soviet command and support into a similar 
valuable agent and state on that side of 
the line. Neither camp is going to give 
up the present status without a struggle, 
and certainly the West Germans will nev- 
er agree to reunification that places them 
in even a vague sense under the Red star. 
Neither will the U.S. or Britain consent to 
a communist take-over of West Germany.

$200 a month, no questions asked. Dr.

Don't ask me to explain 


why people go around saying 
eggs aren't good for you. 


If your husband is eating 


always necessary? If not, 
why? Do lipomas sometimes 
dissolve or regret* ef their 
own accord? If so, why?— 
MRS.E. 


You ask more "whys" than 


I can answer. Lipomas are 
fatty tumors—growth of fat- 
ty tissue into lumps. We 
don't know why. We have no 
reason to think that cho- 
lesterol has anything to do 
with them. They do not re- 
gress as a rule but may be- 
come smaller if there is a 
great weight loss. 


There is no way of remov- 


ing them except by surgery, 
but since lipomas are not 
cancerous, the best rule is 


Used for a reasonable 


length of time and in proper 
amounts, the pills will not be 
harmful. Used too long or in 
too great quantity, there is 
the danger of the patient be- 
coming nervous and jittery. 
The heart may have periods 
of palpitation or flip-flops. 
There is the possibility (de- 
pending on your eating ha- 
bits) of not getting some of 
the necessary nutrients. Some 
people find themselves want- 
ing to keep busy even though 
they know, at the same time, 
that they ought to stop and 
rest. 


Your doctor knows the 


signs to watch for, and is 


just to leave them alone un- prepared to stop the pills be* 
less they become so large as 
to be troublesome, or are un- 
sightly, or are so located as 
to be uncomfortable.

Dear Doctor: Are diet pills 


harmful? My doctor pre- 
scribed them because I have 
to lose about 20 pounds. —

I oppose diet pills without 


medical supervision, but us- 
ing them with your doctor's 
care is another matter.

rection? 


First, nobody who is old 


enough to know the t r u t h 
about Santa Claus should be 
so gullible as to think that 
there's a pill which can make 


fere any harm can come to 
you. Some people, left to 
themselves, are so gratified 
at losing weight that t h e y 
keep on using the medica- 
tion long after the appear- 
ance of signs which should 
tell them to stop—if only they 
recognized them.

These Senseless Riots 


The Independence Day holiday w a s 


blemished by reports of rioting young peo- 
ple, in a number of places and in a num- 
ber of ways. 


This is one facet of American life 


we are not proud of and never boast of. 
The rioting consisted of forms of vandal- 
-3sm, resisting authority, disturbing the 
"peace and calling for more beer. None 
.t>f these are noble causes, but rather in- 
stances of moral decay. We can find no 
idealism at all in the rioting. The only 
weight we can take from the young peo- 
ple's shoulders is that they are the children 
we raised and in that sense we have to 
share the blame. Their lack of decent re- 
straint reflects a failure of upbringing. 


It is necessary and proper for the new 


generation to act against stupidities of the 
past. If it were not so one generation after 
another would continue without improve- 


ment. But it is also necessary in an im- 
proving world for the young people to ex- 
press in their remonstrances a sense of 
idealism a cut in th4 deck better than what 
has been going on. These young people are 
not doing that. Rather they are working 
against morality and a decent regard for 
the disciplines which must exist to bind us 
together in a workable social group and 
this is the thing that concerns us. 


Children are reared as idealists, as 


must be. But there is always a gap be- 
tween the real and the ideal. But the gap 
does not represrru hypocrisy. It represents 
a generation's inability to attain the ideal 
and that is to be expected. It is true that 
the oncoming generation sees the gap. But 
it is a healthy young generation which as- 
pires to close the gap a bit. It is not a 
healthy generation that strives to de- 
stroy the social mechanism.

Whether the Germans lik e it or not, 
the two Germanys are an issue about which 
they can do nothing.

Nowadays such 
negoUationi might have

Neither camp is going to give 
up the present status withmit a struggle, 
and certainly the West Germans will nev­ 
er agree to reunification that places them 
in even a vague sense under the Red star.

That leaves the Gorman Knot where 
it has been all these years.

Lincoln is currently the convention city 
fo r the Townsend clubs, and is happy to 
play tha genial host.

Moreover, they 
are dedicated. 
Tha To wnaend dubs sprung iqi in the 
early years of the depression of the Thir­ 
ties. They quick ly became national. They 
got their name from a Dr. Townsend, a 
Californian, who first enunciated a scheme 
fer old age security that attracted national 
suiqMit. It was a simple plan. Just give 
ev ery needy person over 
65 the sum of 
1200 a month, no questions ask ed. Dr. 
Townsend argued that such a 
co ntinuing 
Investment wmild instantly stimulate the 


national economy and produce more pros­ 
perity than the scheme would cost. 
In general terms Dr. Townsend was 
not only right but he understood the es­ 
sence of the modern economy. It was just 
the novelty of it that sbock ^ the country 
and hardened its face. It was lik e the 
Populist party which never could elect a 
president and finally died. But most of its 
principle plank s are established in law to­ 
day and we wouldn’t think of getting rid of 
them or giving the Populists credit. But 
the Townsend movement differs from the 
Populist movement in that 
SO years after 
Social Security it is still a going concern 
and still as dedicated as ever. It still has 
its original identity and is apt to be around 
as long as we have aging people. 


WASHINGTON - Senators 
and congressmen argued for 
parts of two days behind the 
closed doors of a jdnt con­ 
ference committee o v e r 
health warnings in cigaret 
advertising.

As a result, the conferees 
decided to give the tobacco 
industry three and a half 
years of grace before requir­ 
ing its advertising to submit 
to Federal Trade Commis- 
aion regulation, as e v e r y 
other industry in the United 
States must do. In the entire 
history of the trade commis­ 
sion never before has any 
industry been given special 
exemption from FTC regu­ 
lation, until Rep. Rogers, the 


friend of Madison Avenue, 
proposed and pasbed tUa 
exemption 
t hr o u gh the 
House. 
“The FTC is trying to ride 
roughshod over Congress mid 
the Senate apparently is 
content to let this happen,” 
growled Rogers at his Sen­ 
ate colleagues. “I can draw 
no other conclusion from 
the bUl the Senate passed. 
“The Senate assumes that 
the FTC stiB has jurisdic­ 
tion over cigaret advertis­ 
ing, in a limited way. The 
House says *No.’ ” 
“Yes, but you’ve gone too 
far in the House bill,” dip­ 
lomatically suggested Sen. 
Warren Magnuson, D-Wash., 
the Senate committee chair­ 
man. “Also, the Senate is not 
willing to let the FTC or any 
other agency ride roughshod 
over the Congress. We made 
this clear in our committee 
report. But we did not tak e 
a specific stand for or against 
the FTC authority to regu­ 
late cigaret advertising. We 
simply barred this authority 
for a period of three years.”

You ask more “whys” than 
I can answer. Lipomas are 
fatty tumors—growth of fat­ 
ty tissue into lumps. We 
don’t k now why. We have no 
reason to think that cho­ 
lesterol has anything to do 
with them. They do not re­ 
gress as a rule but may be­ 
come smaller if there is a 
great weight loss. 
There is no way of remov­ 
ing them except by surgery, 
but since lipomas are no t 
cancerous, the best rule is 
just to leave them alone un­ 
less they become so large as 
to be troublesome, or are un­ 
sightly, or are so located as 
to be uncomfortable.

First, nobody who is old 
enough to k now the t r u t h 
about Santa Claus should be 
so gullible as to think that 
there’s a pill which can mak e 
fat people thin. Pills, judid- 


To reduce, we have to do 
one of two things, or prefer­ 
ably both: East less; use up, 
in activity, more of what we 
eat. 
In the past some attempts 
were made to use a medica­ 
tion that speeded up the 
body’s metabolism—that is, 
that “burned up” more of 
the food we ate. The drug had 
dangerous complications, so 
its use was discontinued. 
Modern pills do not do ftiis. 
Instead they suppress the 
appetite. This helps. 
But don’t expect the pills 
to do it all. You must s t i l l 
mak e a steady curtailment 
in the amount you eat. At 
the same time, you must get 
ample exercise. 
Used for a reasonable 
length of time and in prqier 
amounts, the pills will not be 
harmful. Used too long or in 
too great quantity, there is 
the danger of the patient be­ 
coming nervous and jittery. 
The heart may have periods 
of palpitation or flip-flops. 
There is the possibility (de­ 
pending on your eating ha­ 
bits) of not getting some of 
the necessary nutrients. Some 
people find themselves want­ 
ing to k eep busy even though 
they k now, at the same time, 
that they ought to stop and 
rest. 
Your doctor k nows tha 
signs to watch for, and is 
prepared to stop the pills be­ 
fore any harm can come to 
you. Some people, left to 
themselves, are so gratified 
at losing weight that 
t he y 
k eep on using the medica­ 
tion long after the appear­ 
ance of signs which should 
tell them to stop—If only they 
recognized them. 
That’s why I refuse to 
recommend pills except un­ 
der medical direction. 
1 have no doubt that your 
doctor also impressed upon 
you the need for doing your 
part, in learning (and avoid­ 
ing) foods which are excess­ 
ively fattening.

These young people are 
not doing that. Rather they are work ing 
against morality and a docent regard tor 
the disciplines which must exist to bind us 
together in a work able social group and 
this is the thing that concerns us. 
Children are reared as idealists, as 
must be. But there is always a gap be­ 
tween the real and the ideal. But the gap 
does not represent hypocrisy. It represents 
a generation’s inability to attain the Ideal 
and that is to be expected. It is true that 
the oncoming generation sees the gap. But 
it is a healthy young generation which as­ 
pires to close the gap a bit.

Above all, the students 
who are mak ing these criti­ 
cisms are not of the ir­ 
responsible “panty-raiding” 
variety, whom the ex-GI 
writer think s are black ening 
the reputation of young peo­ 
ple as a group. On the con­ 
trary, the dissenters are 
among the most responsible 
group (rf students willing to 
tak e the time to be con­ 
cerned about what may hap­ 
pen to this country.

iqualizafion Board Will Summon All 93 Taxing Officials

There's good reason for 


states to grant low-income 
elders an exemption from 
property t a x e s — espe- 
cially since the plumpest 
piece of the tax pie goes for 
schools serving those at the 
other end of the age scale. 


Older property owners 


have been paying real es- 
tate taxes for years, and 
since their incomes are now 
reduced, and they haven't 
had children in school for 
decades, it's logical that 
they should be given a tax 
break. 


States which give older 


property o w n e r s such a 
break include the following: 
New Jersey gives couples 
past 65 a deduction of $80 
from their property tax bill 
—provided their annual in- 
come does not exceed $5,000. 


Georgia grants those past 


65, with incomes u n d e r 
$3,000, an e x e m p t i o n of 
$4,000, Wisconsin grants tax 
relief, to those with incomes 
under $3,000, via state in- 
come tax credits. 


Massachusetts gives those 


past 70 a $2,000 exemption. 
Two counties in Rhode Is- 
land grant those past 65 a 
$1,000 exemption. M a i n e 
exempts ciders from proper- 
ty taxes on the first $3.500 
in value. 


In Maryland, 15 of 24 


counties grant elder exemp- 
tions ranging from $1,500 to

$5,000. Florida offers every- 
one a $5,000 exemption. Indi- 
ana g i v e s elders with in- 
comes u n d e r $2,200 an ex- 
emption of $1,000.

Alaska and 
Oregon offer those with in- 
comes under $2,500 exemp- 
tions varying with age from 
I0r< for those between 65 
and 68, to 100% for those 
past 80. 


The foregoing information 


comes from the Council of 
Stale Governments, 1313 E. 
60th St., Chicago, 111., which 
reports t h a t many other 
states are considering legis- 
lation to provide elders with 
property tax exemptions. 
Some youth-oriented crit- 
ics may declare that, "if 
old folks can't pay the going 
tax tariff, they should sell 
their property and m o v e 
someplace else." 


But this point of view is 


cruel and unjustified. Older 
people have a rightful claim 
to communities In which 
they've lived and paid taxes

Adults, Inc. 


Each issue has a full-page 


of classified ads compiled 
by a patient and persistent 
editor who scouts up job op- 
portunities. 


In the current issue there 


are 18 openings listed, in- 
cluding baby-sitting, carpen- 
try and gardening chores 
for which elders are needed. 


If every community had 


someone devoted to drum- 
ming up such jobs, we'd 
likely find enough part-time 
work to serve the needs of 
all seniors interested in 
keeping b u s y and supple- 
menting incomes.

also is head of the air force. 


At the aame time Ky an- 


nounced a 50% pay cot for an 
leadtog government officials, 
including himself. Ky has 
called the Vietnamese soldi- 
ers the lowest paid in the 
world. 


The Viet Nam army payroll 


is met by the United States. 


Members of the regular 


armed forces with the rank of 
corporal or below will re- 
ceive heavy increases hi fami- 
ly allotments and cost of 
living allowances 
that, in 


some cases, win boost their 
overall pay by 100%. 


Before the raise, the lowest 


ranked Vietnamese ' soldier 
with a wife and five children 
received $34 monthly, or 
about only 57% of what the 
national bureau of statistics 


igured to be a minimum for 
urvival. 
For hazardous duty, before 
be raise, a Vietnamese front- 
ine soldier got five cents a 
day extra. 


The pay raise "will be 


proof of the contribution of the 
ear to support front-line ef- 
orts," Ky said. 
Possibly because of the low 


pay scale, it has been a com- 
mon sight in Saigon to see 
Vietnamese soldiers dropping 
>ff their wives and sisters to 
work as "B girls" at the thou- 
and-odd bars frequented by 
American servicemen.

In hfebraska, he said, this 
facto r o ften acco u nts fo r as 
mu ch as 90% (rf the traffic 
accidents. Speed and failu re 
to y ield right o f way are the 
two big mistakes. 
Mechanical difficu lties ac­ 
co u nt fo r abo u t six per cent 
o f the accidents o n seco ndary 
and primary ro ads and abo u t 
12% o n the Interstate. 
Driv e Defensiv ely 
Becau se o f this, Ry an u rged 
mo to rists to driv e “defensiv e­ 
ly .” He said they sho u ld be 
aware at all times o f v ehicle 
distance, v ehicle po sitio n and 
weather co nditio ns. 
“No driv er can be to o cau ­ 
tio u s,” he declared. 
Ry an also Masted the state’s 
pres^it driv er licensing pro ­ 
gram. He said traffic safety 
o fficials canno t make any real 
pro gress u ntil it is changed. 
“ We ha v e v irtua lly no co n­ 
tro l o v er driv ers in this sta te. 
When a license is issued to a 
perso n we ha v e no kno wledg e 
that the a pplica nt ca n wa lk, 
ta flc o r ev en see,” be a sserted. 
“Bu t the bad and sad part 
is that the state is making no 
effo rt to find o u t abo u t th e 
po o r driv ers. No thing is being 
do ne to impro v e the situ atio n. 
This is no t co ndu civ e to 
a 
go o d safety j^ro gram.” 
Under the present setu p, Ry ­ 
an said, licenses are rero wed 
au to matically ev ery 
two 
y ears. There is no re-ex amina- 
tio n o f driv ers. 
Lo ng er Interv a ls 
He su ggested that if the 
state do es no t want to change 
Its sy stem, licenses sho u ld be 
Issu ed fo r lo nger interv als, 
po ssibly fo r a lifetime. 
Th i s 
way , he added, the ex pense 
o f pro cessing the applicatio ns 
ev ery two y ears can be elimi- 
n^ed. 
“No w,” he said, “the state 
is do ing no thing mo re 
t h a n 
selling driv er licenses. May be 
we sho u ld sell them at a re­ 
du ced rate.” 
Nebra ska refuses to rea lize 
tha t wkb a driv er’s license 
g o es a ticket to driv e a ny 
Ida ee in the United SMes a i­ 
der a ny cendltlo a s, Ry a n sa id. 
He added: “This is a tre­ 
mendo u s respo nsibility whkh 
this state is shirking. We are 
allo wing po o r driv ers to enter 
into o u r main street trav el. As 
a resu lt mo iy , many inno ­ 
cent peo jde beco me inv o lv ed 
in accidents, so me o f which 
are fidal.

not been reviewed yet, Ryan 
said most of the accidents 
were probably caused by an- 
num error. 


In Nebraska, he said, this 


factor often accounts for as 
much as 90% of the traffic 
accidents. Speed and failure 
to yield right of way are the 
two big mistakes. 


Mechanical difficulties ac- 


count for about six per cent 
of the accidents on secondary 
and primary roads and about 
12% on the Interstate. 


Drive Defensively 


Because of this, Ryan urged 


motorists to drive "defensive- 
ly." He said they should be 
aware at all times of vehicle 
distance, vehicle position and 
weather conditions. 


"No driver can be too cau- 


tious," he declared. 


Ryan also blasted the state's 


present driver licensing pro- 
gram. He said traffic safety 
officials cannot make any real 
progress until it is changed. 


"We have virtually no con- 


trol over drivers in this state. 
When a license is issued to a 
person we have no knowledge 
that the applicant can watt, 
talk or even see," he asserted. 


"But the bad and sad part 


is that the state is making no 
effort to find out about the 
poor drivers. Nothing is being 
done to improve the situation. 
This is not conducive to a 
good safety program." 


Under the present setup, Ry- 


an said, licenses are renewed 
automatically 
every two 


years. There is no re-examina- 
tion of drivers. 


Longer Intervals 


He suggested that if the 
state does not want to change 
Its system, licenses should be 
issued for longer intervals, 
possibly for a lifetime. This 
way, he added, the expense 
of processing the applications 
every two years can be elimi- 
nated. 


"Now," he said, "the state 


is doing nothing more t h a n 
selling driver licenses. Maybe 
we should sell them at a re- 
duced rate." 


Nebraska refuses to realize 


that wftfc a driver's license 
goes a ticket to drive any 
place in the United States un- 
der any conditions, Ryan mid. 


He added: "This is a tre- 


mendous responsibility which 
this state is shirking. We are 
allowing poor drivers to enter 
into our main street travel. As 
a result many, many inno- 
cent people become involved 
in accidents, some of which 
are fatal. 


"Until Nebraska does face 


up to the responsibility, the 
condition probably cannot im- 
prove to any great extent"

Los ing Its Roma nc e ? 


Lac, New Guinea Ufi — Ta­ 
hiti, as ev ery one knows, is 
that romantic paradise in the 
Southwest Paciflc. Or is it? 
Papers prepared by th e 
Terrlterv of French P o l y ­ 
nesia tokl of |rav e problems 
in the Poly nesian capital, Pa­ 
peete, on Tahiti; of o v e r ­ 
crowding in the nativ e quar­ 
ter; of an inadequate diet; of 
poor drainage; 9t shacks put 
lip withoat authority ; of pigs 
roamtag ov er the municipal 
rubblih dump; of prostRu- 
tion, and of dirty shops mn 
by Chinese. 
The papers, issued through 
French gov ernment c h a n - 
nels, were presented to the 
S ou t h Pacific Commission 
Conference, meeting in Lae. 
It is usual for such papers to 
tell of a place’s problems and 
what it is try ing to do about 
them and not mention all the 
good points. 
Incldetttal Information 
Howev er, the papers did 
giv e this incidental informa­ 
tion: Papeete has 24,000 peo­ 
ple, twice the population of 
10 y ears ago, it had 13,085 
tourists in 1964 and ex pects 
morei n 1965, and the city 
has a world record water con- 
iumption of 265 gallons per 
capita per day . 
The city ’s problems come 
from a stream of people mov ­ 
ing to Papeete from the Ta­ 
hiti counti^side and other is­ 
lands. 
The paper said shacks that 


immigrants put up without 
approv al on unused land were 
hov els 15 feet square that 
ev entually might harbor 15 to 
20 people at night. 
"These shacks spring up at 
such a rate that to dev ise a 
decent drainage and sewage 
disposal plan and to enforce it 
is well nigh impossible,’’ the 
report said. 
Could Be Worse 
Housing conditions, it said, 
could become worse because 
labor is attracted from other 
islands for construction of air 
fields and military install­ 
ations (for the coming French 
nuclear test at Mururoao Is­ 
land). 
"Once this work is c o m ­ 
pleted it is all too likely these 
workers will mov e to Papeete 
rather than go home," the re­ 
port said. 
The Chinese, the report 
said, control B0 % of Papeete’s 
trade and present a problem 
all to themselv es; 
"Little by little the humble 
Chinese coolie, originally in­ 
dentured, has become a small 
farmer, cobbler or laundry - 
man and then shopkeeper. 
"The Chinese shop, chock 
fuU of merchandise of ev ery 
conceiv able kind, is a dirty 
place, a jumble of bicy cle 
tires and cakes, cooking oil 
and motor oil. Infants are ev ­ 
ery where, play ing hide and 
seek, taking a bite at any ­ 
thing which takes their fancy 
without let or hindrance while 


all around the shop accumu­ 
late old packing cases, filth 
of ev ery kind and puddles of 
dirty water in which ducks, 
hens and pigs wallow at 
will."

Papers prepared by the 


Territory of French Poly, 
ncsla told ef grave problems 
in the Polynesian capital, Pa- 
peete, on Tahiti; of over- 
crowding in the native qaar- 
ter; of an inadequate diet; of 
poor drainage; of shacks put 
up without authority; of pigs 
roaraisig over the municipal 
rubbish dump; of prostitu- 
tion, and of dirty shops run 
by Chinese. 


The papers, issued through 


French government c b a n - 
nels, were presented to the 
S o u t h Pacific Commission 
Conference, meeting in Lae. 
It is usual for such papers to 
tell of a place's problems and 
what it is trying to do about 
them and not mention all the 
good points. 


Incidental Information 


However, the papers did 


give this incidental informa- 
tion: Papeete has 24,000 peo- 
ple, twice the population of 
10 years ago, it had 13,065 
tourists hi 1964 and expects 
morei n 1965, and the city 
has a world record water con- 
sumption of 265 gallons per 
capita per day. 


The city's problems come 


from a stream ef people mov- 
ing to Papeete from the Ta- 
hiti countryside and other is- 
lands. 


The paper said shacks that 


immigrants put up without 
approval on unused land were 
hovels 15 feet square that 
eventually might harbor IS to 
20 people at night. 


"These shacks spring up at 


such a rate that to devise a 
decent drainage and sewage 
disposal plan and to enforce it 
Is well nigh impossible," the 
report said. 


Could Be Worse 


Housing conditions, it said, 


could become worse because 
labor is attracted from other 
islands for construction of air 
fields and military install- 
ations (for the coming French 
nuclear test at Mururoao Is- 
land). 


"Once this work is com- 


pleted it is all too likely these 
workers will move to Papeete 
rather than go home," the re- 
port said. 


The Chinese, the report 


said, control 80% of Papeete's 
trade and present a problem 
all to themselves: 


Little by little the humble 


Chinese coolie, originally in- 
dentured, has become a small 
farmer, cobbler or laundry- 
man and then shopkeeper. 


"The Chinese shop, chock 


full of merchandise of every 
conceivable kind, is a dirty 
place, a jumble of bicycle 
tires and cakes, cooking oil 
and motor oil. Infants are ev- 
erywhere, playing hide and 
seek, taking a bite at any- 
thing which takes their fancy 
without let or hindrance while

Deputies said Brannam was 


honorably discharged f r o m 
the Army last March 15 after 
six years' service. A letter of 
commendation seen by depu- 
ties indicated that Brannam 
had participated in a battle 
in which 15 Viet Cong guer- 
rillas had been killed by his 
unit. 


There were no reports of in- 


iuries or deaths caused by 
Brannam's sniping at motor- 
ists with a 38-caliber pistol, 
deputies said.
